GENERAL INFORMATION The College of Arts and Sciences is 

accredited by the Middle States Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Secondary Schools and by the University Senate 
of the Methodist Church. Its curriculums provide for the degrees of Bache- 
lor of Arts, Bachelor of Science, Associate in Arts, and Associate in Science 
in over twenty different fields of concentration. 


Through the Evening Division of the College of Arts and Sciences, the 
University offers to employed students the opportunity to continue their 
education. The post-war period will demand men and women who, by 
training and education, are best fitted to remain in those positions which 
merit permanence in peacetime. Courses in the Evening Division are 
designed to assist the employed individual to become more valuable to his 
employer, to the government, and to himself, and will aid him materially 
in meeting the challenge of competition which the post-war period will 
inevitably bring. 


THE ASSOCIATE DEGREE The Associate in Arts and the Associate 

in Science degrees are now being of- 
fered by the College of Arts and Sciences upon the satisfactory completion 
of 63 semester hours of work. 


SPECIAL COURSES Specific attention should be drawn to the follow- 

ing special courses: “Brush-up” courses in type- 
writing and shorthand; courses in physics, mathematics, and navigation 
which are adapted to meet the requirements of the armed services; and 
the basic science courses in physics, chemistry, biology, and meteorology 
which are essential to the war effort. 


BEGINNING CLASSES In order that recent high school graduates 

and others may begin their college work in 
February, the College is beginning many courses at this time which normally 
are scheduled only at the start of the college year in September. Beginning 
year courses in German, Spanish, Speech, English, physics, and others, 
are being offered next semester starting in February. 


SMALL CLASSES All classes in the Evening Division are small, thus 
affording greater opportunities for more person- 

alized attention and instruction. Very few classes contain more than twelve 

students and many classes average from eight to ten students each. 
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LOCATION The College of Arts and Sciences is located at Ward 

Circle, Massachusetts and Nebraska Avenues, Northwest. 
It is readily accessible by bus and can be reached from all parts of the city. 
Bus N2, terminal point on 18th and Pennsylvania Avenue, passes directly 
in front of the College and reaches the campus in twenty minutes. 


ADMISSION _ Both men and women are admitted to classes in the Eve- 

ning Division provided they are properly qualified by 
reason of previous experience or education. If all requirements for ad- 
mission are met, students may apply their work for credit toward a degree 
at The American University. Students who do not meet the requirements 
for admission for a degree or who are not interested in a degree will be 
admitted as auditors. 


REGISTRATION Registration for evening courses will begin Thurs- 

day, January 28, 1943. First classes begin February 
3, 1943. The Registrar’s Office at Massachusetts and Nebraska Avenues, 
Northwest, will be open each evening until 8:30 during the registra- 
tion period. Early registration is urged in order to avoid delay and to 
give each student the opportunity to secure advice and counsel concerning 
the selection of his courses. Telephone WOodley 6800 for information 
not given in this bulletin. 


FEES The tuition rate is $10.00 a semester hour. There is no registra- 

tion fee or other fees of any kind. All tuition fees are payable 
in advance at the time of registration. For students who are taking more 
than one course payments by installments may be approved by the Director 
of the Evening Division.
